How Thft Shale is Handled 
(Continued from last week.) 
When the shalo frets hot, a 

::ray vapor passes od" from the 
retorts to the condensers, w here 
the u.iscs Hre C(indcii<ed info H- 

'iuiils. The Carbon and Hydro- 
L Ml combining to form Crude ( )il 
and the Nitrogen with the Hy- 
drogen to fortn Ammonia. Some 

lit ilie Vapors do not condense, 
and these fnrm tlie irases which 
have been inentiniied a- furnish, 
ing the fuel. The shale gives off 
4,167 cnhic feet of gas to each 
toll tr-Mted and this etpials in 
heafiiiL' \ line ISO pounds of the 
tie-t lo 1 u Hi luoiis coal. <>nl\' mie 
third of this heat is needed for 
the retorting operation, so the 
rest is left for power and other 
pur|>oees. 

The lii|uidsare taken frnm the 
coiulenser — the Crude < hi its<df 
Hid a considerable amount ol 
Water, which contains the Am- 
monia. These liquids are led to 
settlinir tanks where the ()il is 
drawn off to l'o to stor.i:;e tanks 
or tank cars for the retiiiery and 
the water is led to the Ammonia 
stills. In these stills steam is 
parsed through this wafer m 1 as 
the Ammonia Gas is thus driven 
otl i! carried tlirdiiL'li the Sul- 
phuric Acid tanks, where in com- | 
binati(Mi with the Acid it forms' 
crystals which when dried out 
become the Ammonium Sulphate 
of the Fertili/.er Industry. As.' 
th" hot spent shale goes out ut 
the itii uf the retorts through 
the funnels into the water seal, 
the water there is kept boiling 
and in this boiling water the 
I'otash from the shale is di'^^olv- 
ed, while the shale goes off to 
th*" dump as waste. 

The wlude operation is one of 
extreme simplicity and it is al- 
most entirely mechanical except 
fi.r the bla'^tiiii; duwii of the 
shale and the cartd'ul watching 
of the retorting temperatures.

This re- 
tort has a W% Thermal Bffleien- 
cy and will retort three times 
the shale that the Sootch retorts 

(>t the same si/.e do and do it lU 

one third of the tune. 

The non-oonbustible goses are 
carried through apparotos which 

extracts two gallons of Casing 
lleatl < i isoline per thousand feet, 
or about Eight (iaIloDS tu the 
tun. This Gasoline together with 
the Oil, the Potash and the Am- 
monia Siilhpate form the basic 
I'liniiiiercial crudes frnm which 
treiueridous profits can l)e made.
